Dear Gene: 

vour request, I have considered the matter of enactment 
into an Ordinance by Common Council of the proposed Bill 
of Rights by Patrolman's Benevolent Association. I render 
the following opinion. 

Anything affecting the working conditions of Policemen and 
Fire Fighters is within the proper province of the Executive 
and Administrative branch of the City Government and is not 
within the province of the Legislative branch. 


True, the Common Council has jurisdiction pursuant to 
IC-18-2-1-10 to negotiate amounts of compensation paid by 
the City to members of Police and Fire Departments, but 
the expressed statement concerning compensation does not 
include a grant of legislative authority as to working con¬ 
ditions and ^ules pertaining thereto. 

IC 18-1-1.5-15 gives the City power to establish, maintain 
and operate: 

"(a) A police and law enforcement system 

to preserve public peace and good order; 


(b) A firefighting and prevention system; 

(c) Facilities and equipment for police and 
fire systems;” 


The City of Fort Wayne has a Board of Public Safety and 
therefore it would be my opinion that this matter should 
emanate from the Board of Public Safety. The Common Council 
could then enact rules promulgated by said Board of Public 
Safety in accordance with IC 18-1-1.5-17 into ordinance form.
